Remedies for the low prices of 
citrus as suggested yesterday by

California extension specialist, 
are — increasing the demand 
through advertising, stimulation 


of foreign trade, reducing the cost 
of production and further organi- 
zation of the growers. 

Prof. Schneider was one of sev- 
eral speakers at the marketing 
conference in the Chaffey junior 
college auditorium. During the last 
10 years production of citrus has 
tripled, but the demand has in- 
creased only slightly, he said.

REDUCE COMPETITION 


J. J. Deuel, director of the law 
and utilities department of the 
California Farm Bureau, stressed 
strongly the need for cooperation 
not only between the agencies of 
producticn, that is, the growers 
and the agencies of transporta- 
tion, but for cooperation between 
competing types of transportation 

He quoted the case of two trans- 
portation companies, which last 
year, he said, spent $88,000 ana 
$90,000, respectively, trying to get 
each cther’s business. This ex- 
pense, Deuel pointed out, came 
directly from the profits of the 
producers and gave advantage to 
no one.

EAST OF ONTARIO 


Proposal Not Feasible for Up- 
land, Council Decides 
At Meeting 








Some Ontario civic leaders were 
getting concerned about Upland’s 
annexation policies but there is no 
foundation today for any fear of 
this city planning to extend its 
boundaries further south. 

No action was taken by the Up- 
land council last night relative to 
a request that this city annex the 
district east of Ontario as far 
south as the Fourth street park. 
Asked if any action was contem- 
plated, the city officials said they 
were not interested in getting more 
territory, especially that which 
logically should become part of 
Ontario. 

Ernest Galle, who was dissatis- 
fied with dealings about getting 
Ontario city water for his prop- 
erty east of the city, had asked 
the Upland council to “take in his 
district.” 

Some serious consideration was 
given the request but after local 
officials realized the proposal 
would have extended the Upland 
boundaries within 1144 miles from 
the Ontario city hall, the matter 
was dropped. 

Constructive steps looking to the 
installation of sewer lines in the 
“Strong tract” were taken by the 
council at its meeting. Owners of 
the property granted to the city 
rights-of-way for a 20-foot alley 
extending from Eleventh street to 
Foothill boulevard and prolonga- 
tion of the alleys midway between 
| Euclid and First avenues and First 
and Second avenues. 

Work is already under way in 
construction of the sewers in the 
alley rights-of-way, according to 
Richard G. Manley, city manager. 

When this tract is further de- 

veloped with houses, owners of the 
residences will be required to re- 
imburse the city for the cost of 
installing the sewers. 
The council also discussed a 
| proposed plan affecting the city 
|and fire departments when the 
|new city hall is occupied next Jan- 
uary.

The 20,000,000 and more persons receiving help by federal, 
state and local funds get it in these Ways, says the United 
States News: 

“The largest group comprises families of WPA work- 

i ers or relief workers holding emergency jobs under the 
es Publie Works program or the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration. 

“A second large group comprises needy old folks, needy 
blind and dependent children who are heiped by federal- 
state grants under the Social Security Act. 

“The third largest group consists of families helped by 
direct (general) relief—sometimes under local laws. This 
type of assistance takes the form of gifts of food, rent 
money or medical services, 

“Other dependents are aided by 
by the National Youth 
Conservation Corps. 

“The total cost was more than a quarter of a billion 
dollars for the month of July. So far this year (through 
August) the bill for publie assistance paid by public treas- 
uries has amounted to two billion dollars, 

“Will continued improvement in business cut 
relief rolls and reduce this expense? 

‘Key officials in Washington don’t think there will be 
any decrease for at least two months, possibly more. 

“They point out that WPA, for instance, had 3,085,000 
workers on its pay rolls as of Sept. 3, a record high, and 
the rolls are still increasing. The peak, they say, will prob- 
ably be reached late this month when more than 3,100,000 
will be on WPA rolls. 

“From then on—if business continues to improve— 
private industry should begin to cut down this total. There 
is always a lag of six weeks to two months between a busi- 
ness revival and a fall in relief departments. That lag 
may mean that relief rolls will not shrink until November, 
officials say.’’ 

And while observers are watching to see if improved busi- 
ness conditions will reduce WPA’s obligations, government re- 
lief expenses are also steadily climbing in other ways—help to 
the needy aged, blind and dependent chldren. For the reason 
that such needy persons are not likely to be employed—even 

/ in boom times—better conditions in business will have little 
effect on this type of publie assistance. However, the Social 
Security Act calls tor steadily increasing expenditures to help 
those classes. Obligations under this act may reasonably be 
expected to rise as more people pass the age of 65 and become 
eligible for help under this act. ‘The result of all this,’’ says 
the News, ‘‘is that expenses for publie assistance to one-sey- 
enth of the country’s population have become rigid and take on 
the proportions of a problem which the country will have to 
face for many years to come.”’ 

And—many officials sav-—relief is here to stay. And that 
is what is causing a lot of the trouble today—and will cause! 
even more later on. As this load nereases where is the ever in- 
creasing demand for the money with which to pay it going to 
come from? The great problem of bringing back normal con-| 
ditions without ‘‘pump priming”’ is one with which the Roose-| 
velt administration has made no progress whatever. Never 
before in the history of the nation has such extravagance been 
resorted to in times of depression, but prosperity has been re- 
stored at much less expense. Under conditions that have exist- 
ed under the present administration—becoming worse instead 
of better—is it reasonable to expect that the party now in con- 
trol will be retained in power another four years when the eit- 
izens of the nation get another opportunity to express their 
desires at the ballot boxes?

Higher Scale Sought as Ban 
On Prison Job Brings 
Issue to Head

Coming at a time when WPA 
workers in this county are being 
barred from .work on the new El 
Ricon prison at Chino is a move- 
ment to get a wage increase and 
shorter hours for local WPA 
employes, 

Los Angeles county WPA mem- 
bers get more pay than those in| 
this county. Different wage scales 
exist because the cost of living 
varies in different districts, ac- 
cording to an explanation of the 
situation. 

The wage differential was listed 
as one reason for discrimination 
against the local WPA men in 
construction of the prison. It 
was believed by officials that all 
workers on the same job should 
get the same pay and therefore 
only Los Angeles county residents 
will be given work there, in ac- 
cordance with the present ruling. 


WORKERS ORGANIZE 


The San Bernardino WPA Work- 
ers’ association is actively cam- 
paigning for higher wages and a 
12-point program has been adopt- 
ed in appealing to candidates. 
Members of the organization uwnan- 
imously endorsed the platform 
and pledged their aid to candidates 
for city, county, state and nation- 
al offices who agree to use their | 
powers, if elected, to put the 12- 
point provisions into effect. 

“The WPA _ workers have ex-| 
pressed the opinion that they are| 
interested in action and that they 
will go down the line for men who| 
they think are capable and will- 
ing to work and fight for the lib- 
eral ideals and principles for which 
the association stands,” said Presi-| 
dent Joseph E. Trogdlen. 

All political candidates will be|

That both the Jews and_ the 
Arabs in Palestine are engaged in 
; the age-old struggle for existence 
and that the other peoples of the 
| world should try to understand 
their problems rather than criti- 
cise them, are the views expressed 
by the Rev. Harland Hogue, when 
he addressed the Presbyterian 
Woman’s association in session 
Thursday afternoon at the church. 

The Rev. Mr. Hogue, who is 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church in Pomona, spent some 
time in Palestine last year and he 
found the Arabs there—about 400,- 
000 of whom are devout Christians 
tae be a kindly, likable people. 
}Only about two per cent of the 
Arab population is involved in the 
actual conflict with the Jews, he 
stated. 

However, since the Nazi per- 
secution of the Jews is sending 
hundreds of thousands of refugees 
into Palestine, the Arabs are 
alarmed by the increasing eco- 
nomic and political domination of 
the Jews and are fearful of los- 
ing possession of the country they 
have held through the centuries. 
Hence their opposition to the in- 
creasing Jewish population.
